afterwards there,0livers Scotch Secretary of State, 
and continued ia it all along to the very time of the 
Reſtitution; and therefore to diſcover all his vil- 
lany, it will be neceflary to deduce him ina brief 
Hiſtory,through the following times. 

He appeated a main ſtickler firſt with that party, 
who oppoſed the agreement with the King at Bre= 
dah, and would have had his Majeſty tyed and ob- 
liged to more undutiful and yes Conditions 
(thoughthoſe were unparalleld) before his returne 
into that Kingdome, in 1650. (like ſome of our 
States»men in 1659. upon a more happy and grand 
Revolution :) and when that could not be hindred, 
the more numerous party of the Parliament pro.. 
ving ſo honeſt, as to come to the intended conclu- 
fion of that affair; yet did he and his faQtion ſo op- 
poſe the power of the Kirk tothe Kings Authority, 
and to cry it up as ſupreme, to ſuch a diminution of 
Majelty, that the King was no more then a meer 
ſhadow of their brigtitneſſe and greatneſle, nor 
could exerciſe any part ofthe Royal Dignity with- 
out their approbation and allowance, 

And to this tenor of deportment did the Faction 
continue, even after the Engliſh Army were advan- 
ced into Scotland, by which means ſuch miſunder- 
ſtandings and diviſſons were ariſen among the 
Nobility, and fomented by Cromwell,that there was 
little hopes of eſcaping that ruine which ſoon after 
enſued. This very fellow & ſome few more, ſuch 


Miniſters,ſtiled the Weſtern Remonſtrants, runnin 


out into ſuch treaſonable Declaratory Expreſſions, 


that they would not own theKings Quarrel and In- 


tereſt. 


as Col. Ker, and Straughan, Sir Jobn Cheiſdy,and ſore 
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Moveables 3 Warrieſton, as it was belonging to his of- 
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tereſt, arid that it was the cauſeof all the Evill and 
Troubles that at preſent afflicted the Nation,and thar 
the King had been called in without confeſſion and 
ſfatisfaction,and the like ſawcy DiQates,and Penance- 
InjunRions of this worſerhen Roman Kirk. 

To this treaſonable ſenſe,to avoid a defetion of ſuch 
a conſiderable ſtrength, who would by no means ad- 
mit of other way, nur would joyn with the Loyal par- 
ty at any rate, an Anſwer was ſent to Cromwell by 
way of a Declarationz and thereupon enſued their 
lamentable and juſt defeat at Durbar, which notwith- 
ſtanding that it did clearly indigitate & point at this 
their undutitulneſiz, yer did this ſame party conti- 
mae in the ſame impious prattiſfes, even to the conſpi- 
ring the ſeizure uf the King,(who upon ſome ſuch ob- 
ſcure intimation, did for a while withdraw himſel 
out of their Clutches) and betraying and delivering 
him, as they had done his Bleſſed Father, into the 
hands of the Engliſh, for another rounder ſum of mo- 
ney, Which Treaſon they would have vailed ſtill by 
the Covenant, to their interpretation whereof the 
King muſt be ſubmitted. And in this damaable In- 
trigue, this Laird Warrieftcz had a principal hand, as 
by his ſucceeding ations plainly appeared. 

For Edenbyrgh Caſtle being ſurrendred to Cromwell 
by his fellow Traytor Dundaſſe the Governour there= 
of who had Articled for the Tranſportation and ſe- 
cure conveyance of all the Records and writings be-. 
longing to the Kingdom)which were depoſited there) 
to Sterling, or ſome other place in the Kings poſſcfii- 
on, which were contrary to the ſaid Articles detained

This advantage of nearer converſe with Crozrniel/ 
_ proffering it ſelfe, when as before it was very dange- 
rous, he omitted nct to proſecute for being with'a 
ſafe condu@ admitted into that City, in ſtead of con- 
teſting for his Soveraignty, and his Countries rights . 
he underhand agreed with thoſe Mozey Maſters, to do 
them what ſervice he could in facilitating their war, 
which being like to prove cold and frofty work' in 
that Northernclymate, did ſadden their premature 
thoughts,and over credulous and haſty hopes of a fall.

But Warieſton eſcaped that by the wonderfull and 
ſucceſsfnl progreſle of the Engliſh Armies (in whoſe 
quarters he reſolved after a ſudden ſhort appearatice 
at Sterling , to communicate his practiſes with "his 
pes : LO Gang, 
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| Gang, and learn the Kings Councels from them,to con- | 
&:. qamue forthe future) w 


hoſe invaſion he ſeemed to quar- 
rel from Chriſtian grounds, and to deſire an amicable 
debate according to the Scriptures and the Covenant, 
profeſling with great ſhews of devotion his renuntiati- 
on of the Kiags Intereſt, for which all theſe Evils, he 
{aid, had befallenthem. By which means he kept and 
intended ta foment the former diviſions according to 
the inſtructions of his Treaſon by Crowwel, in that 
Nation. 

Fhe conſequence of which ſcelerate praQtiſe, being 
reduced by a neer conqueſt to a leſſer and particular 
deſigne , which was to keep the Scots now ſubdued in 
perpetual diſcords and miſunderſtandings, on a religi- 
ous, as formerly on acivil account 3 Farreſion was the 
only'fit min reſolved on to proſecute the Cabel, and 
to hold {ides with the Remonſtrants, who had anaul- 
led by their aſſumed pretended Authority, all that the 
Kirk had done andrarified in their conc!nfion with the 
King at Bredah ; and by the ſame magiſterial power, 
Faſtsand Humilia ions upon 1hat Treaſonable occaſt- 
on were thereby enjoyned z and this promoted on pur- 
Pole to make eatje work for the Engliſh UIſurpers, w 
by this though partial renunciation of the K'ng by the 
Scots themſelves in that quality as the ſupreme power,

Which hoping to avoid, he ſecretly fled out of Scotland (whe- 


ther he ſneaked from his greatneſle at JYeilminſter) over into: 


France, hoping to find fhelter in that populous Kingdome ; be- 
ing purſued with a Proclamation and an AR of Attainder and 
Confiſcation, together with the abovementioned Co). Dundaſs 
and-others, and Condemned for his mcft notoriousand evident 
Treaſons. | 
There he lurked'a while till his juſt deſtiny diſcovered him to 
ſome of his own Nation, who made inqueſt after him, (#n ac- 
count-wherof hath been already given)8 ſent him with a guard: 
over to Dover, whence he was conveyed to the Tower by His 
Majeſties Order, and not Jong after ſhipped for Edenburgh in 
one of the Kings Frigots. in orderto his Execution, Athis Ar- 
rival he was committed prifoner to Edenburgh Caftle, where: 
the low ſpiriced wretch kept ſuch a Howling and Whining La+ 
mentation, aftrighted with the monſtrous ſhame of his crimes,or- 
Fear of Death, that he Jookt almoſt like a Changeling, by which 


means his Friends (of whom he hath very few) and Relations. 


1rocured a ſhorc reſpit for his Life, that he might be the. fitter:

he deſired a Copy of his ſentence, which was likewiſe denyed 
hjm, as derogating from the Authority ofthe Parliament, -whoſe 
 wiſedome and jriſtice would not admit any debate of-it , and 
fo he was commanded to-prepare a tinalanſwer to the;point.of 
_ Execution, which yet remained-to'be done ; and which will aſ- 
ſuredly overtake him, to the magnifying the Divine Juſtice, and 
the expiation of thole many - pollutions this mans iniquity 
brought upon chis Land, and tothe Terrour co all evil Doers, 
.._ and ſuch perniciqus obſtinate Traytors for the time to come.
